AN ACT 

To repeal sections 115.013, 115.107, 115.111, 115.163, 115.179, 115.181, 115.193, 115.221, 

115.225, 115.237, 115.277, 115.279, 115.283, 115.285, 115.291, 115.302, 115.427, 

and 115.652, RSMo, and to enact in lieu thereof twenty new sections relating to 

elections, with penalty provisions. 
 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows: 

     Section A.  Sections 115.013, 115.107, 115.111, 115.163, 1 

115.179, 115.181, 115.193, 115.221, 115.225, 115.237, 115.277, 2 

115.279, 115.283, 115.285, 115.291, 115.302, 115.427, and 3 

115.652, RSMo, are repealed and twenty new sections enacted in 4 

lieu thereof, to be known as sections 115.013, 115.062, 115.107, 5 

115.111, 115.163, 115.179, 115.181, 115.193, 115.221, 115.225, 6 

115.237, 115.277, 115.279, 115.283, 115.285, 115.291, 115.422, 7 

115.427, 115.496, and 115.652, to read as follows:8 

     115.013.  As used in this chapter, unless the context  1 

clearly implies otherwise, the following terms mean: 2 

     (1)  "Automatic tabulating equipment", the apparatus  3 

necessary to examine and automatically count votes, and the  4 

data processing machines which are used for counting votes  5 

and tabulating results; 6 

     (2)  "Ballot", the ballot card, paper ballot, or ballot  7 

designed for use with an electronic voting system on which  8 

each voter may cast all votes to which he or she is entitled  9 

at an election; 10 
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     (3)  "Ballot card", a ballot which is voted by making a  11 

mark which can be tabulated by automatic tabulating  12 

equipment; 13 

     (4)  "Ballot label", the card, paper, booklet, page, or  14 

other material containing the names of all offices and  15 

candidates and statements of all questions to be voted on; 16 

     (5)  "Counting location", a location selected by the  17 

election authority for the automatic processing or counting,  18 

or both, of ballots; 19 

     (6)  "County", any county in this state or any city not  20 

within a county; 21 

     (7)  "Disqualified", a determination made by a court of  22 

competent jurisdiction, the Missouri ethics commission, an  23 

election authority or any other body authorized by law to  24 

make such a determination that a candidate is ineligible to  25 

hold office or not entitled to be voted on for office; 26 

     (8)  "District", an area within the state or within a  27 

political subdivision of the state from which a person is  28 

elected to represent the area on a policy-making body with  29 

representatives of other areas in the state or political  30 

subdivision; 31 

     (9)  "Electronic voting machine", any part of an  32 

electronic voting system on which a voter is able to cast a  33 

ballot under this chapter; 34 

     (10)  "Electronic voting system", a system of casting  35 

votes by use of marking devices, and counting votes by use  36 

of automatic tabulating or data processing equipment,  37 

including computerized voting systems; 38 

     (11)  "Established political party" for the state, a  39 

political party which, at either of the last two general  40 

elections, polled for its candidate for any statewide office  41 

more than two percent of the entire vote cast for the  42 
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office.  "Established political party" for any district or  43 

political subdivision shall mean a political party which  44 

polled more than two percent of the entire vote cast at  45 

either of the last two elections in which the district or  46 

political subdivision voted as a unit for the election of  47 

officers or representatives to serve its area; 48 

     (12)  "Federal office", the office of presidential  49 

elector, United States senator, or representative in  50 

Congress; 51 

     (13)  "Independent", a candidate who is not a candidate  52 

of any political party and who is running for an office for  53 

which political party candidates may run; 54 

     (14)  "Major political party", the political party  55 

whose candidates received the highest or second highest  56 

number of votes at the last general election; 57 

     (15)  "Marking device", any approved device which will  58 

enable the votes to be counted by automatic tabulating  59 

equipment; 60 

     (16)  "Municipal" or "municipality", a city, village,  61 

or incorporated town of this state; 62 

     (17)  "New party", any political group which has filed  63 

a valid petition and is entitled to place its list of  64 

candidates on the ballot at the next general or special  65 

election; 66 

     (18)  "Nonpartisan", a candidate who is not a candidate  67 

of any political party and who is running for an office for  68 

which party candidates may not run; 69 

     (19)  "Political party", any established political  70 

party and any new party; 71 

     (20)  "Political subdivision", a county, city, town,  72 

village, or township of a township organization county; 73 
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     (21)  "Polling place", the voting place designated for  74 

all voters residing in one or more precincts for any  75 

election; 76 

     (22)  "Precincts", the geographical areas into which  77 

the election authority divides its jurisdiction for the  78 

purpose of conducting elections; 79 

     (23)  "Public office", any office established by  80 

constitution, statute or charter and any employment under  81 

the United States, the state of Missouri, or any political  82 

subdivision or special district thereof, but does not  83 

include any office in the Missouri state defense force or  84 

the National Guard or the office of notary public or city  85 

attorney in cities of the third classification or cities of  86 

the fourth classification; 87 

     (24)  "Question", any measure on the ballot which can  88 

be voted "YES" or "NO"; 89 

     (25)  "Relative within the second degree by  90 

consanguinity or affinity", a spouse, parent, child,  91 

grandparent, brother, sister, grandchild, mother-in-law,  92 

father-in-law, daughter-in-law, or son-in-law; 93 

     (26)  "Special district", any school district, water  94 

district, fire protection district, hospital district,  95 

health center, nursing district, or other districts with  96 

taxing authority, or other district formed pursuant to the  97 

laws of Missouri to provide limited, specific services; 98 

     (27)  "Special election", elections called by any  99 

school district, water district, fire protection district,  100 

or other district formed pursuant to the laws of Missouri to  101 

provide limited, specific services; and 102 

     (28)  "Voter activity", registering to vote, voting in  103 

an election, signing a petition to form a new political  104 

party, signing a petition for the nomination of an  105 
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independent candidate for office, or signing an initiative  106 

petition; 107 

     (29)  "Voting district", the one or more precincts  108 

within which all voters vote at a single polling place for  109 

any election. 110 

     115.062.  1.  Unless otherwise permitted by subsection  1 

2 of this section, no election authority shall take or  2 

accept funding, grants, or gifts of any kind from any source  3 

other than from the governing body of a political  4 

subdivision or the state of Missouri. 5 

     2.  An election authority may accept funding, grants,  6 

or gifts from the federal government or from any other  7 

source only if such funding is approved by a concurrent  8 

resolution adopted by a majority of the members of each  9 

house of the general assembly. 10 

     115.107.  1.  At every election, the chairman of the  1 

county committee of each political party named on the ballot  2 

shall have the right to designate a watcher for each place  3 

votes are counted. 4 

     2.  Watchers are to observe the counting of the votes  5 

and present any complaint of irregularity or law violation  6 

to the election judges, or to the election authority if not  7 

satisfied with the decision of the election judges.  No  8 

watcher may be substituted for another on election day. 9 

     3.  No watcher shall report to anyone the name of any  10 

person who has or has not voted. 11 

     4.  A watcher may remain present until all closing  12 

certification forms are completed, all equipment is closed  13 

and taken down, the transportation case for the ballots is  14 

sealed, election materials are returned to the election  15 

authority or to the designated collection place for a  16 

polling place, and any other duties or procedures required  17 
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under sections 115.447 to 115.491 are completed.  A watcher  18 

may also remain present at each location at which absentee  19 

ballots are counted and may remain present while such  20 

ballots are being prepared for counting and counted. 21 

     5.  No election authority shall prohibit any watcher  22 

who has been appointed pursuant to this section from  23 

entering a polling place or remove any watcher from a  24 

polling place during the times when the watcher is entitled  25 

to be in the polling place pursuant to this section.   26 

Violations of this subsection shall be punished as a class  27 

four election offense. 28 

     6.  All persons selected as watchers shall have the  29 

same qualifications required by section 115.085 for election  30 

judges, except that such watcher shall be a registered voter  31 

in the jurisdiction of the election authority for which the  32 

watcher is designated as a watcher. 33 

     115.111.  1.  The election authority shall clearly  1 

designate observation areas for challengers and watchers.   2 

The observation areas shall be not less than three feet from  3 

nor more than six feet from the table at which voters  4 

announce their name and address at the polling place or  5 

office of the election authority and not less than three  6 

feet from nor more than six feet from the table at which a  7 

person may register to vote at the polling place or office  8 

of the election authority.  The observation areas shall be  9 

positioned to permit any challenger or watcher to readily  10 

observe all public aspects of the voting process. 11 

     2.  (1)  The election authority shall provide  12 

challengers and watchers uniform and nondiscriminatory  13 

access to observe all stages of the election process,  14 

including but not limited to the certification of voting  15 

systems, testing of tabulating equipment, absentee voting in  16 
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person at the office of the election authority, canvassing,  17 

voter appeals, vote tabulation, ballot transport, audits,  18 

and recounts. 19 

     (2)  Watchers or challengers shall wear a badge with  20 

the name of the individual and the name of the political  21 

party or ballot measure committee the individual is  22 

representing. 23 

     (3)  A watcher or challenger shall not wear any  24 

campaign material advocating voting for or against a  25 

candidate or for or against any position on a ballot measure. 26 

     (4)  If any watcher or challenger interferes with the  27 

orderly process of voting, or is guilty of misconduct or any  28 

law violation, the election judges shall ask the watcher or  29 

challenger to leave the polling place or cease the  30 

interference.  If the interference continues, the election  31 

judges shall notify the election authority, which shall take  32 

such action as it deems necessary.  It shall be the duty of  33 

the police, if requested by the election authority or judges  34 

of election, to exclude any watcher or challenger from the  35 

polling place or the place where votes are being counted.   36 

If any challenger is excluded, another may be substituted by  37 

the designating committee chairman. 38 

     (5)  A watcher or challenger shall not interfere with  39 

any voter in the preparation or casting of the voter's  40 

ballot or hinder or prevent the performance of the duties of  41 

any election official. 42 

     (6)  A watcher or challenger is entitled to bring in  43 

voter lists to observe the voting process. 44 

     (7)  A watcher or challenger is entitled to challenge  45 

any ballot in the same manner as qualifications to vote are  46 

challenged under section 115.429.  47 
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     3.  An election official who violates this section is  48 

guilty of a class four election offense. 49 

     115.163.  1.  Each election authority shall use the  1 

Missouri voter registration system established by section  2 

115.158 to prepare a list of legally registered voters for  3 

each precinct.  The list shall be arranged alphabetically or  4 

by street address as the election authority determines and  5 

shall be known as the precinct register.  The precinct  6 

registers shall be kept by the election authority in a  7 

secure place, except when given to election judges for use  8 

at an election.  Except as provided in subsection 6 of  9 

section 115.157, all registration records shall be open to  10 

inspection by the public at all reasonable times. 11 

     2.  A new precinct register shall be prepared by the  12 

election authority prior to each election. 13 

     3.  (1)  The election authority shall send to each  14 

voter, except those who registered by mail and have not  15 

voted, a voter identification card no later than ninety days  16 

prior to the date of a primary or general election for  17 

federal office, unless the voter has received such a card  18 

during the preceding six months.  The election authority  19 

shall send to each voter who registered by mail and has not  20 

voted the verification notice required under section 115.155  21 

no later than ninety days prior to the date of a primary or  22 

general election for federal office.  The voter  23 

identification card shall contain the voter's name, address,  24 

and precinct.  The card also shall inform the voter of the  25 

personal identification requirement in section 115.427 and  26 

may also contain other voting information at the discretion  27 

of the election authority.  The voter identification card  28 

shall be sent to a voter, except those who registered by  29 

mail and have not voted, after a new registration or a  30 
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change of address.  If any voter, except those who  31 

registered by mail and have not voted, shall lose his or her  32 

voter identification card, [he] the voter may request a new  33 

one from the election authority. 34 

     (2)  The issuance of voter identification [card  35 

authorized] cards pursuant to subdivision (1) of this  36 

[section may be used as] subsection shall be considered a  37 

canvass of voters [in lieu of the provisions set out in]  38 

pursuant to sections 115.179 to 115.193. 39 

     (3)  Except as provided in subsection 2 of section  40 

115.157, anyone, upon request and payment of a reasonable  41 

fee, may obtain a printout, list and/or computer tape of  42 

those newly registered voters or voters deleted from the  43 

voting rolls, since the last canvass or updating of the  44 

rolls. 45 

     (4)  The election authority may authorize the use of  46 

the postal service contractors under the federal National  47 

Change of Address program to identify those voters whose  48 

address is not correct on the voter registration records.   49 

The election authority shall not be required to mail a voter  50 

registration card to those voters whose addresses are  51 

incorrect.  Confirmation notices to such voters required by  52 

section 115.193 shall be sent to the corrected address  53 

provided by the National Change of Address program. 54 

     115.179.  [1.]  The election authority shall [have]  1 

canvass the registration records of all precincts in its  2 

jurisdiction [canvassed] every two years [in accordance with  3 

subsection 3 of section 115.163 and that it].  Such canvass  4 

shall be completed no later than ninety days prior to the  5 

date of a primary or general election for federal office.   6 

[The election authority may utilize postal service  7 
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contractors under the federal National Change of Address  8 

program to canvass the records. 9 

     2.  In each jurisdiction without a board of election  10 

commissioners, the county clerk shall have the registration  11 

records of all precincts in its jurisdiction canvassed every  12 

two years in accordance with subsection 3 of section 115.163  13 

and that it be completed no later than ninety days prior to  14 

the date of a primary or general election for federal  15 

office.] 16 

     115.181.  1.  In its discretion, the election authority  1 

may order all or any part of a canvass to be made using any  2 

one of the following methods, or any combination thereof: 3 

     (1)  House-to-house, pursuant to sections 115.185 and  4 

115.187; 5 

     (2)  Through the United States Postal Service, [or by  6 

both methods] pursuant to section 115.189; 7 

     (3)  Through the issuance of voter registration cards  8 

pursuant to subsection 3 of section 115.163; or 9 

     (4)  Through the utilization of postal service  10 

contractors pursuant to the federal National Change of  11 

Address program. 12 

     2.  At the discretion of the election authority, [the]  13 

a canvass may be made by including only those voters who did  14 

not vote at the last general election and those voters who  15 

registered since the last general election. 16 

     115.193.  1.  Upon completion of a canvass as provided  1 

for in this chapter, the election authority shall remove a  2 

registered voter's name [shall not be removed] from the list  3 

of registered voters on the precinct register on the ground  4 

that the voter has changed residence [unless] if: 5 
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     (1) The voter confirms in writing that the voter has  6 

changed residence to a place outside the election  7 

authority's jurisdiction in which the voter is registered; or 8 

     (2)  The voter fails to respond to a notice described  9 

in subsection 3 of this section and has not [voted in an  10 

election] engaged in voter activity during the period  11 

beginning on the date of the notice and ending on the day  12 

after the date of the second general election that occurs  13 

after the date of the notice. 14 

     2.  The notice referred to in subsection 1, subdivision  15 

(2) of this section shall contain a postage prepaid and  16 

preaddressed return card, sent by forwardable mail, on which  17 

the voter may state the voter's current address. 18 

     3.  The notice shall also contain the following  19 

statements: 20 

"(1)  Any voter who has not changed his or her  21 

residence, or has changed residence but remained  22 

in the same election authority's jurisdiction,  23 

shall return the card not later than the fourth  24 

Wednesday prior to the next election.  If the  25 

card is not returned by this date, oral or  26 

written affirmation of the voter's address may  27 

be required at the polling place before the  28 

voter will be permitted to vote in an election  29 

during the period beginning on the date of the  30 

notice and ending on the day after the date of  31 

the second general election that occurs after  32 

the date of the notice.  Any voter who does not  33 

[vote in an election] engage in voter activity  34 

during that period, will have his or her name  35 

removed from the list of eligible voters; 36 
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(2)  For additional information on registering  37 

to vote, contact the election authority located  38 

in the county of your current residence.  If you  39 

reside in the City of St. Louis, contact the St.  40 

Louis City election board." 41 

     4.  If the election authority believes that the name of  42 

any voter was improperly removed from the [registration  43 

records] list of registered voters on the precinct register,  44 

it may, by telephone or in writing on election day,  45 

authorize election judges to permit the voter to vote.  The  46 

voter may be required to execute an affidavit of  47 

qualification on a form prescribed by the election authority  48 

before being permitted to vote. 49 

     5.  An election authority may designate any voter as an  50 

inactive voter if the election authority receives from the  51 

United States Postal Service notification that the voter no  52 

longer resides at the address last known to the election  53 

authority and no forwarding address is available, or the  54 

voter fails to respond to the notice authorized in  55 

subdivision (2) of subsection 1 of this section within  56 

thirty days after the election authority sends such notice.   57 

Such voter may be designated as an inactive voter only until: 58 

     (1)  The voter returns such notice to the election  59 

authority; 60 

     (2)  The voter provides the election authority with his  61 

or her new address pursuant to the provisions of this  62 

chapter; 63 

     (3)  The voter provides a written affirmation that the  64 

voter has not changed residence; or 65 

     (4)  The election authority receives sufficient  66 

information to remove the voter from the list of registered  67 

voters pursuant to this section or section 115.165, or  68 
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return the voter to the active list of registered voters in  69 

the jurisdiction. 70 

     6.  An election authority may exclude inactive voters  71 

to determine only: 72 

     (1)  The number of ballots to be printed pursuant to  73 

section 115.247; 74 

     (2)  The proportional costs of elections; or 75 

     (3)  Mailing information to registered voters. 76 

     115.221.  [Notwithstanding any other provisions of law  1 

to the contrary,] 2 

     1.  Each election authority may [have] inspect the  3 

voting records [inspected and may] of all precincts in its  4 

jurisdiction. 5 

     2.  (1)  Each election authority shall investigate the  6 

qualifications of any person who has not [voted] engaged in  7 

voter activity or has transferred his or her registration  8 

within the [four] two preceding calendar years. 9 

     (2)  If an election authority determines that a  10 

registered voter has not engaged in voter activity within  11 

the two preceding calendar years, the election authority  12 

shall include such registered voter in any canvass conducted  13 

pursuant to section 115.181. 14 

     115.225.  1.  Before use by election authorities in  1 

this state, the secretary of state shall approve the marking  2 

devices and the automatic tabulating equipment used in  3 

electronic voting systems and may promulgate rules and  4 

regulations to implement the intent of sections 115.225 to  5 

115.235. 6 

     2.  No electronic voting system shall be approved  7 

unless it: 8 

     (1)  Permits voting in absolute secrecy; 9 
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     (2)  Permits each voter to vote for as many candidates  10 

for each office as a voter is lawfully entitled to vote for; 11 

     (3)  Permits each voter to vote for or against as many  12 

questions as a voter is lawfully entitled to vote on, and no  13 

more; 14 

     (4)  Provides facilities for each voter to cast as many  15 

write-in votes for each office as a voter is lawfully  16 

entitled to cast; 17 

     (5)  Permits each voter in a primary election to vote  18 

for the candidates of only one party announced by the voter  19 

in advance; 20 

     (6)  Permits each voter at a presidential election to  21 

vote by use of a single mark for the candidates of one party  22 

or group of petitioners for president, vice president and  23 

their presidential electors; 24 

     (7)  Accurately counts all proper votes cast for each  25 

candidate and for and against each question; 26 

     (8)  Is set to reject all votes, except write-in votes,  27 

for any office and on any question when the number of votes  28 

exceeds the number a voter is lawfully entitled to cast; 29 

     (9)  Permits each voter, while voting, to clearly see  30 

the ballot label; 31 

     (10)  Has been tested and is certified by an  32 

independent authority that meets the voting system standards  33 

developed by the Federal Election Commission or its  34 

successor agency.  The provisions of this subdivision shall  35 

not be required for any system purchased prior to August 28,  36 

2002. 37 

     3.  The secretary of state shall promulgate rules and  38 

regulations to allow the use of a computerized voting  39 

system.  The procedures shall provide for the use of a  40 

computerized voting system with the ability to provide a  41 
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paper audit trail.  Notwithstanding any provisions of this  42 

chapter to the contrary, such a system may allow for the  43 

storage of processed ballot materials in an electronic form. 44 

     4.  Any rule or portion of a rule, as that term is  45 

defined in section 536.010, that is created under the  46 

authority delegated in this section shall become effective  47 

only if it complies with and is subject to all of the  48 

provisions of chapter 536 and, if applicable, section  49 

536.028.  This section and chapter 536 are nonseverable and  50 

if any of the powers vested with the general assembly  51 

pursuant to chapter 536 to review, to delay the effective  52 

date or to disapprove and annul a rule are subsequently held  53 

unconstitutional, then the grant of rulemaking authority and  54 

any rule proposed or adopted after August 28, 2002, shall be  55 

invalid and void. 56 

     5.  If any election authority uses any touchscreen,  57 

direct-recording, electronic vote-counting machine, the  58 

election authority may continue to use such machine.  Upon  59 

the removal of such voting machine from the election  60 

authority's inventory because of mechanical malfunction,  61 

wear and tear, or any other reason, the machine shall not be  62 

replaced and no additional direct-recording electronic  63 

voting machine shall be added to the election authority's  64 

inventory.  Such machines shall not be used beginning  65 

January 1, 2023, except that election authorities may allow  66 

the machines to be used by voters with disabilities as long  67 

as the machines are functional.  Replacement of equipment  68 

for use by voters with disabilities shall be with paper  69 

ballot marking devices designed to assist voters. 70 

     115.237.  1.  Each ballot printed or designed for use  1 

with an electronic voting system for any election pursuant  2 

to this chapter shall contain all questions and the names of  3 
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all offices and candidates certified or filed pursuant to  4 

this chapter and no other.  Beginning January 1, 2023, the  5 

official ballot shall be a paper ballot that is hand-marked  6 

by the voter, or in the case of voters with disabilities who  7 

need assistance, by a paper ballot marking device designed  8 

to assist voters, except as provided in subsection 5 of  9 

section 115.225.  As far as practicable, all questions and  10 

the names of all offices and candidates for which each voter  11 

is entitled to vote shall be printed on one page except for  12 

the ballot for political party committee persons in polling  13 

places not utilizing an electronic voting system which may  14 

be printed separately and in conformity with the  15 

requirements contained in this section.  As far as  16 

practicable, ballots containing only questions and the names  17 

of nonpartisan offices and candidates shall be printed in  18 

accordance with the provisions of this section, except that  19 

the ballot information may be listed in vertical or  20 

horizontal rows.  The names of candidates for each office  21 

shall be listed in the order in which they are filed. 22 

     2.  In polling places using electronic voting systems,  23 

the ballot information may be arranged in vertical or  24 

horizontal rows or on a number of separate pages or  25 

screens.  In any event, the name of each candidate, the  26 

candidate's party, the office for which he or she is a  27 

candidate, and each question shall be indicated clearly on  28 

the ballot. 29 

     3.  Nothing in this subchapter shall be construed as  30 

prohibiting the use of a separate paper ballot for questions  31 

or for the presidential preference primary in any polling  32 

place using an electronic voting system. 33 

     4.  Where electronic voting systems are used and when  34 

write-in votes are authorized by law, a write-in ballot,  35 
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which may be in the form of a separate paper ballot, card,  36 

or envelope, may be provided by the election authority to  37 

permit each voter to write in the names of persons whose  38 

names do not appear on the ballot. 39 

     5.  No ballot printed or designed for use with an  40 

electronic voting system for any partisan election held  41 

under this chapter shall allow a person to vote a straight  42 

political party ticket.  For purposes of this subsection, a  43 

"straight political party ticket" means voting for all of  44 

the candidates for elective office who are on the ballot  45 

representing a single political party by a single selection  46 

on the ballot. 47 

     6.  The secretary of state shall promulgate rules that  48 

specify uniform standards for ballot layout for each  49 

electronic or computerized ballot counting system approved  50 

under the provisions of section 115.225 so that the ballot  51 

used with any counting system is, where possible, consistent  52 

with the intent of this section.  Nothing in this section  53 

shall be construed to require the format specified in this  54 

section if it does not meet the requirements of the ballot  55 

counting system used by the election authority. 56 

     7.  Any rule or portion of a rule, as that term is  57 

defined in section 536.010, that is created under the  58 

authority delegated in this section shall become effective  59 

only if it complies with and is subject to all of the  60 

provisions of chapter 536 and, if applicable, section  61 

536.028.  This section and chapter 536 are nonseverable and  62 

if any of the powers vested with the general assembly  63 

pursuant to chapter 536 to review, to delay the effective  64 

date or to disapprove and annul a rule are subsequently held  65

provided to any voter with a mail-in ballot. 127 
     11.  Upon receiving a mail-in ballot by  128 
mail, the voter shall mark the ballot in secret,  129 
place the ballot in the ballot envelope, seal  130 
the envelope and fill out the statement on the  131 
ballot envelope.  The statement required under  132 
subsection 7 of this section shall be subscribed  133 
and sworn to before a notary public or other  134 
officer authorized by law to administer oaths.   135 
If the voter is blind, unable to read or write  136 
the English language, or physically incapable of  137 
voting the ballot, the voter may be assisted by  138 
a person of the voter's own choosing.  Any  139 
person who assists a voter and in any manner  140 
coerces or initiates a request or suggestion  141 
that the voter vote for or against, or refrain  142 
from voting on, any question or candidate, shall  143 
be guilty of a class one election offense.

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     12.  Each mail-in ballot shall be returned  149 
to the election authority in the ballot envelope  150 
and shall only be returned by the voter by  151 
United States mail. 152 
     13.  The secretary of state may prescribe  153 
uniform regulations with respect to the printing  154 
of ballot envelopes and mailing envelopes, which  155 
shall comply with standards established by  156 
federal law or postal regulations.  Mailing  157 
envelopes for use in returning ballots shall be  158 
printed with business reply permits so that any  159 
ballot returned by mail does not require  160 
postage.
